As late as the middle of the nineteenth century -otm- F.urop- 
ean countries passed laws to forbid the exyiortatii 11 of gram friau 
their respective territories in cases of shortage of a crop. .And ihcv 
also forbade the nianufactaring of articles which used grain as a raw- 
product, as for instance, brandy, beer, starch, face powdi-r, i,tc.

All of this is very interesting for the .student of bisiury. 

However, the fact remains tliat there is absolnleb txi excuse or 
basis for a grain famine of even a dearth of wheat in .America. 

Scientists continnallv iell us that with our nuxlcrri means of 
(inxluclion and the facilities at our disposal, grain l■':^'u^h anil ag¬ 
ricultural products enough eould be raised in the M - as.uppi valley 
alone to support all of humanity. 


But what is there 10 be done? • 

It is unnecessary to elaborate what a wheal famine would mean 
in this country. ' 

■Already the bakers in all the large cities are holding nieet- 
higs for the punxisc of raising the price of bread—after the size of 
a loaf has b«n cuiitinnally diminished for the last five years. In 
New York, Oiicago and other places there are now fears of bread 
riots. 

• * • 

•And it is significant tliat Patten finds a defender of his wheal 
comer in J. Ogden Armwir, his old pit foe and ojifionent. 

The meat magnate is of the 0()inion that the system of trading in 
futures of grain is legitimate, is necessary, and is here to stay, and 
that congress cannot and will not change it. 

• • ■ 

However, the excuse and justification of modem industrial trusts 
were always based upon the fact iliat the trust methods simplify the 
pnxluction and cheapen the product. And that the squeezing ou' of 
existence of thousands of indcpciidi'nt concerns was therefore a matter 
of progress. 

But all that can be said in favor of grain speculation is tliat in 
this way the price of grain is regulated by taking into consideration 
the crops of the different grain-pixxhicing countries and the grain on 
hand. 

It is a mighty poor regulation at best. -And in tins country so 
far this has only resulted in- holding down the price of the lurvest 
when the farmer sells it and in making it more expensive when the 
consumer buys it. 

• * * 

However, this is declared to lie necessary for modem business. 
It has been defended by some influential papers for no other reason 
than that with which these papers defend everything that is favorable 
to the rich man. 

Mr. Patten's wheat comer is also a proof that the mercantile 
achool of economics with its wisdom of “laisscz fairc"—let it alone— 
has been carried ad absurdum by modern capitalism. The general 
statement that if we let the gram business just take care of itself, 
grain prices will take care of themselves and find their pix^r level— 
has betm shown to be a misstatement.

In former days, when commerce and transportation were very 
Emited, and the popalatkm very laigely dependent upon a com|>ara- 
tively small territory for its sustenance, that was no simple question 
to solve. 


In the middle aj^es there, was no unrestrained trade in grain. 
The cities regulated it accord!^ to the principle that the entire poi>- 
nlation had a right to a 'sufficient amount of corn. And "com” y^ 
the name of the most important grain of the vkinity, whether oats, 
barley, rye or wheat. 

For over a thousand years the various governments kept up the 
same policy. Any artificial raise in the price of grain was conside^ 
"coni unify” and punbhed very severely.

The first thing for every meinlicr 
and oP'iccr of a local to do is to 
lean* w liat arc the duties of the of¬ 
ficers and menilicrs. 

Officers and Their Duties. 

The officers id' the local sIkiuIiI Ik- 
rlccteil for a certain fixed time, -ix 
months, or iK-tter, a year. They 
R-rve uiilil their successors are 
elei-lcd. 

It is the custom of the .Socialist 
party iu the International (iongre-s 
and iu national, state and local or¬ 
ganizations to have no permanent 
prcsideiyt or chainnan. Thi- res- 
|K-ctiv-e, bidies select a presiding of¬ 
ficer at each se.ssion, thus givirig 
the dilTercnl membi-ns experience in 
the work of irre-dding and also 
aviiKling the danger of tltc abuse 
of iKJVvcr by a permanent chan- 
man. 

Secretary; It is the diitv- of the 
secretary-, or in his absence the or¬ 
ganizer, to call the meeting of tne 
local to order and preside until a 
chairman is selected, and to keep a 
rreord of the proceeilings of the 
meetings, showing all importam 
business transacted, bills aHovved, 
etc. It is a gooil pbn for the sec¬ 
retary to take the minutes w-ith a 
lead jiencil until they are presented 
t<i the lix-al correrled and atrproveil, 
and then copy them in pen and ink 
in a iiennanent hook kept tor this 
pur|K>se. The secretary- should also 
make out all orders for hills al- 
krw-ed by the vote o' the local, sign 
them, and secure the endorsement 
of the chainnan «)f the .session. 
They may then be tnrnerl over to 
tire treasurer and the hills paid.
